Strawberries

the  preparation  of  the  plants  for  setting  out.  The  best 
method  is  to  cut  off  the  stems,  leaving  but  one  or  two 
of  the  smallest  leaves  and  cut  off  the  ends  of  the  roots, 
leaving*  them  about  four  inches:  this  should  be  done  in

a  cellar  or  cool,  shady  place.  Do  not  allow  the  crowns 
of  tin*  plants  to  become  too  wet  before  planting  as  they 
will  rot  very  easily.

How  to  Plant  “B  &  W’  Evergreens 

When  SPECIMEN  EVERGREENS  are  shipped  balled 
and  burlapped,  you  need  not  remove  the  burlap  from  the 
ball.  Dig  the  hole  a  foot  larger  than  the  ball,  and  deep 
enough  so  that  the  tree  will  set  an  inch  or  two  deeper 
than  it  did  in  the  nursery.  Then  roll  back  the  burlap 
from  around  the  trunk  of  the  tree.  Do  not  strip  it 
from  the  sides  of  the  ball  or  the  ball  may  break.  Pack 
fine  dirt  very  firmly  around  the  ball  and  pour  on 
enough  water  to  thoroughly  soak  all  the  roots.  The 
burlap  left  around  the  ball  will  soon  rot  away. 

How  to  Plant  Balled  in  Moss  Evergreens 

Many  of  our  evergreens  are  balled  in  moss  instead  of 
in  dirt.  Take  the  burlap  and  moss  from  around  the 
roots  and  plant  like  any  other  tree,  using  plenty  of 
water,  and  tramping  the  dirt  as  firmly  as  possible.

It  is  most  important  that  Perennial  plantings 
be  covered  with  a  good,  thick  mulch  of  coarse 
material,  preferably  Evergreen  boughs,  coarse  hay 
or  straw  to  prevent  alternate  freezing  and  thaw¬ 
ing  during  the  winter  months,  which  is  very 
harmful  to  the  plants,  often  heaving  them  out  of 
the  ground,  which  will  ruin  them.  The  mulch 
should  be  applied  about  the  first  of  December 
after  the  ground  is  slightly  frozen.

SEDUM  (Stonecrop,  Liveforever)
